stands for—a repudiation of human dignity. If we are 
true Americans, however, we will take pride in being 
independent, in working and earning our own way. 
We will not want some other taxpayer subsidizing our 
household. We will not want to feel’ that we are recip­ 
ients of a security we have not earned. On the other 
hand, we will take pride in our achievements What we 
earn will mean more to us because w’e have full knowl­ 
edge of its value in terms of sweat and toil. It’s too 
bad that sweat and toil are about to go out of style in 
America, because there is something ennobling about 
these two things. Without them we cannot have much 
real pride in our achievements. Without them it will 
be a matter of “come easy, go easy.” 
Achievement does great things for a man. It lifts 
him in his own estimation It boosts him in the eyes of 
his family and friends, and if the accomplishment is 
sufficiently noteworthy, it elevates him in the minds 
of the people oi the entire nation.

Actually, welfare statism could well become a can­ 
cer gnawing at the vitals ol America, which will bring 
about the death of the nation as we know it if allowed 
to continue. Immediate and drastic surgery is need­ 
ed—an operation to substitute American self-reliance 
and responsibility for a growing belief that “relief is 
an honorable career.”
